Theii she says the land 
was placed in the bauds of the master 
in chancery for sale so that the judg- 
ment could be satisfied, but before the 
sale came oft it was found that the 
land had been deeded to a gentleman 
living in St. Louis. This is where 
the woman claims that a fraud has 
been perpetrated through the means 
of a fraudulent abstract and the alter- 
ing and taking of some records.

IS IT A DREAM? 


Statement From Washington in 


the Ourkey Claim Gases, 


Blaisdell Never Owned a 


Pacific Bond. 


WASHINGTON, August 22,—A dis- 


patch from Qnincy, 111., stating that 
people in that town are investing in a 
project to recover from the treasury 
$54,000,000 in alleged Union Pacific 
bonds, with compound interest, be- 
longing to the 
estate of Charles 


Dnrkey, the teriitorial governor of 
Utah in 1860, who died 20 years ago, 
indicates that an old enterprise, fre- 
quently exploded by the treasury offl- 
ials here, has been revived. 


This claim first made its appearance 


15 years ago, and was then fathered by 
a man named L 0. Blaigdcll. He had 
interested quite a number of people in 
his scheme. 
The treasury records 


were 
thoroughly ransacked at the 


time, and it was shown that Charles 
Ourkey never owned a Uaiou Pacific 
bond. Since then Blaisdell has revived 
his scheme in various parts of the 
country, preying on the orednhty of 
the people, and has at times imposed 
upon prominent peole. Even as astute 
a lawyer as Senator Doolittle of Wis- 
consin, at one time believed these 
alleged bonds of Durkey were molder- 
ing in some forgotten pigeon hole of 
the treasury, and on one occasion some 
prominent lawyers came here to in. 
vestigate the case. The last appear- 
ance of the claim was about two years 


ago, when some credulous people in 
Champaign, III, ware taken in by the 
representations cf Blaisdell. It is at 
Quiucy that the name of Albert Mor- 
gan appears for the first time aa the 
author of the discovery of these lost 
bonds. With his entry as promoter 
the claimants for the first time de- 
mand compound interest on the bonds, 
thus swelling the claim to $a64,000,- 


000. ' Blaisdell was content with a 
single demand for the face value of 
the bonds, a paltry $54,000,000. 


There are quite a number of Deca- 


tar people interested in this claim. 
The writer of the above telegram may 
not be fully informed as to the facts, 
and he may be telling the truth.

THE REBEL LEADER 


Plans Projected to Capture 


Dictator Aguinaldo, 


All Depends 
on Schur- 


man's Decision. 


WASHINGTON, August S3.—Secre- 


tary Boot left Washington last even- 
ing for Lake Champlain, where he 
will confer with President MoKinley 
and Prof. Schnrman, the head of the 
Philippine commission, who has just 
returned from Manila, and is now on 
his way to report to the president 
At this conference thePhilippine situ- 
ation will be fully gone over, and the 
president and Secretary Root hope to 
secure such information from Prof. 
Schnrman as will enable them to give 
definite instructions to General Otis 
for the fall campaign. 


Both the president and the secretary 


are especially desirous of securing 
from Prof. Schurman reliable informa- 
tion upon the character of the country 
111 which the American forces are 
obliged to operate, and the prospects 
of capturing Agninaldo by a division 
of forces and the following out of 
movements now in contemplation. 
Both the president and the secretary 
are fi»mly convinced that if ths cap 
ture of Aguinaldo can be effected the 
rebellion will speedily collapse. So 
believing, they wilUuse all'the avail- 
able military force—that is to say, 
60,000 men which General Otis will 
surely have by November at tho latest 
—for the accomplishment of this pur- 
pose. 


Aguinaldo is shrewd enough to sus- 


pect the 
intentions of the United 


States in this respect, aud ho is now 
sending small Tagal forces to the other 
islands to stir up strife, in the hope 
that he may be able to divert a part 
of the American force from Luzon,- 
and thus lessen his danger. His plan 
is patent to the administration, and 
little heed will be given to the upris- 
ings in the smaller islands until the 
chief object of the American campaign 
—the capture of the rebel chief—has 
been accomplished. 


Schurman's Advice. 


The desire of the president and the 


secretary is undoubtedly to have the 
American forces move upon the rebel 
ohieftain from so many directions that 
escape will be impossible, but whether 
this will be practicable will not be 
determined until full information has 
been secured from Prof. Sohnrmau 
and from other sources as to the diffl 
cutties which would have to be en. 
countered in such a movement. If 
one American army could move upon 
Aguinaldo and his men from Manila, 
another from the direction of Liugayen 
Bay aud a third from the direction of 
Baler, he would hardly be able to 
evade a decisive engagement or a sur- 
render.

The arresting of bleeding in surgical 


operations has alwaj s been one of tbe 
difficulties in certain cases, and the elec- 
tric current has been used before this 
with a view to bringing about that con- 
dition of heat which is necessary in or- 
der to cause the blood to clot and so 
act as a block to the mouth of bleeding 
vessels, arresting hemorrhage. 


This, indeed, has resulted in the utili- 


zation of the electric cautery, as H in 
called, in certain operations, the plat- 
inum wire at a red or almost white heat 
even supplanting the knife, because it 
burns through the tissues and at the 
same time prevents the wound bleeding 
to any great extent. This effect of 
heat was, indeed, known to our ances- 
tors, who used %ed-hot irons or boiling 
pitch to sear the surface of the flesh 
after their operations, thus causing- an 
Immense amount of suffering to the pa- 
tient, before the days ot chloroform. 


A new adaptation of this use Of elec- 


tricity for the purpose of stopping 
bleeding has been devised by inclos- 
ing- a platinum wire in a pair of forceps 
or other instrument, the wire being- in- 
sulated in a bed of burnt pipe clay, and 
as soon as tbe bleeding vessel Is seized 
by the forceps and compressed in the 
ordinary way an electric current is 
turned on, whose effect is BO great tiiot 
the tissues and the walls of the blood 
vessels are all agglutinated, so that the 
blood is no longer able to pass.

A Chicagoan recently returned from 


a protracted visit to South America 
relates that the Indians in Ecuador 
Peru and Bolivia make an excellent mu- 
sical instrument out of tlie wood of 
the hormefruilla, a tree that grcm s abun- 
dantly in those countries.

The&e large in 
struments are played by four and five 
operators. The tones are quite unlilti 
thows of the xylophone, as they are no 
bhort and sharp, but are Biistainefl b; 
the sounding boxes, so tha,t at aehor 
distance they give the impression mor* 
of an organ than even a piano. Expert 
operators play opera pieces and 
latest music upon the large instrument 
with moHt remarkable effect. This in 
»trument is said to be a very old one 
tradition dating- it back to the day 
of the incas. being- one of the fev 
remaining: evidences of the old prehis 
tone civilizations. A party of Peru 
vians lately traveled through Mexic 
with one of these large instruments an< 
created quite a. sensation among the j 
music-loving Mexicans.

.known as "bridge Work" In 1881. H« 
•patented the process, »nd then he sold 
to dentists the right to bridge teeth 
for $26 & year and IS per cent, of theii 
receipts. At first dentists decried th< 
new process. But In spite of their op- 
position the invention grew In popular 
Ity, and his income from his royalties 
became a fortune. The dentists of Ne-n 
York state alone paid him $23,000 in 
one year. 


Finding that teeth-wearer* insisted 


on having bridges the dentUta of the 
country organized for'the purpose oi 
proving that Dr. Sheffield's patent* 
were invalid. 
They retained high 


priced lawyer* to fight their cause in 
the courts, long litigation tva» the 
result. 


Two cases were decided against him, 


and for the last few years he has re- 
ceived nothing from his royalties and 
licenses. But victory has come at last 
Judge Townsend, of the appellate 
court, has rendered a decision in th« 
case of Dr. Sheffield against Dentist 
Howard O. Kyle. The decision declares 
that Dr. Sheffield's patent is valid. 


The patent has now expired, so thai 


,in the future Dr. Sheffield can collect 
no royaltlesi, but every dentist who has 
infringed on his patent since 1881, 
when it was issued, will have to pay 
him at his own price. 


"The amount due me," said Dr. 


Sheffield, "Is nearly $8,000,000. 
Of 


course, I don't expect to realize any- 
thing like that sum, out I do expect to 
reoeivr enough to make me comfortably 
rich for the rest of my life."

NEW BANE FOR HAWAII. 


fCattonal In»tltutU» toDeK 


»• Soon M United state* 


Make* It PoMlfcl 


The first and only national bank out- 


side of the continental boundaries of 
the United States is about to be estab- 
lished in Honolulu. Col. McFarland, 
who was chamberlain to Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, has arrived at San Francisco 
from the islands to perfect the organi- 
zation of the bank, and later to return 
with gold coin representing the ttoclt 
subscribed for by San Francisco and 
New York capitalists. A charter for 
the bank has already been procured 
from the United States government by 
Perry S. Heath, assistant postmaster- 
general, but It cannot be used until 
congress places the Hawaiian islands 
under the territorial 
laws of this 


country. In. the meantime the new 
financial institution will be known as 
the First American bank, a charter for 
Tihich has. just been granted by the 
Hawaiian government. The corpora- 
tion is capitalized at $1,000,000, and one- 
half of that amount will be in the 
vaults, as required by the banking 
la-n s of the island, when the bank opens 
Its doors on September 1.

harbors and opening mines. Ameri- 
cans have the most favorable chances 
to employ their capital and skill in 
Russia, as the people of that country 
arb rather jealous of Europeans, who 
figure in the role of pioneerfc, whereas 
they have no fear of American absist- 
ance in developing the resource&of their 
country. I would rtcomend my coun- 
trymen to 'go east' and employ their 
talent, time, money and energy in Eus- 
sia, which will return them ample com- 
pensation."

the Narragansett, which was on the 
Asiatic station. The country wa» in- 
flamed over the outrage and a war with 
Spain seemed imminent. Dewey wrote 
tie navy department officials ashing to 
be asalg-ned to the duty of capturing 
Manila if war should be declared. The 
peaceful settlement of the Virginiui 
affair prevented the plans of the ad- 
mire! being carried out, but it is an 
interesting fact that the hero of Manila 
bay had his eye on the Philippine cap- 
ital a quarter ot a century ago. 


When the Olympia, followed by the 


rest of the magnificent fleet, steamed 
into Manila hay 15 months ago, Admiral 
Dewey doubtleii remembered his ear- 
lier aspirations, aa well as the Maine 
horror, and that he did his work BO 
well may have been due-to the fact that 
a few well-placed shots were fired in 
revenge for the Vlrgtnius horror. It 
is probable the letter written by Com- 
modore Dewey in 1873, in which his 
plan of attack was outlined, is on file 
at the navy department. A search will 
be made for it,,and if it is found will be 
reproduced by the citizens' committee 
as & souvenir of the reception to be 
given the admiral upon hia return to 
the nation's capital.

»hlp has just been accomplished by a> 
young Frenchman of good family, M. 
Charlie Cottu. He rode the whole of the 
way from Vienna to Paris, 785 miles, in 
12 days 14 hours, using only one hone 
and, what is still more noteworthy, 
brought his mount into Paris in thor- 
oughly good condition.

He began to train his 
mount—a half-bred Irish mare, Irish 
Lass, seven years old, standing just un- 
der 15 hands—on Easter Monday, be- 
ginning with a geutlo ride of 15 miles 
or so, and gradually increasing the 
daily distance up to 40 miles.

Cottu started for Vienna, covering the 
distance by easy stageis. He hod pre- 
viously taken a course of lessons from 
a blacksmith, so that in the event of 
Irish Lass casting a shoe at an Incon- 
venient moment he could put on anoth- 
er before any damage was done to thfl 
foot. The journey to Vienna, occupied 
24 days, the Austrian capital being 
reached on May 11. Irish Lass and hei 
owner kept in steady training until 
June 1, when they started on the long 
ride to Poris.

I gave her be- 
tween 20 and 24 liters of oats and be- 
tween 15 nnd 18 liters of milk every day, 
with a fair amount of water whenever 
ehe wanted it, provided the water was 
not too cold. 1 gave her from four to 
»ix hours' rest in the middle of the day, 
so as to escape the heat, and only about 
two hours at night. I always slept in 
the stable with her and did not once 
take off my clothes from leaving Vienna 
to arriving at Paric. There was no 
time for baths or anything of that sort. 
Aa we never did more than 6% miles an 
lour, even over level country, we had 
to spend a good many hours a day on 
the road."

HONOR DUE TO CANADA, 


The Pint Vpflsel to Crow tbe Ocean 


by Steam Power Sailed 


from Qneltec. 


An interesting but little known bit of 


history iu connection with early steam 
navigation on the ocean was brought 
to public attention in tbe recent nddress 
of the venerable Kivas Tully on his 
election to trip presidency of the re- 
cently organised Engineers' club of To- 
ronto, says the Engineering New s. 


This was to the effect that to the 


province of Quebec belongs the credit 
of having- built the first steamship that 
crossed the Atlantic from either side 
The steamship was called the Jtoyal 
William, commanded by Capt. McDou- 
gall, and sailed from Quebec on August 
5, 1S')3, ariiving at (/rnvesend on Sep- 
tember 11, having steamed the whole 
distance. 


This sceniB at first hig-ht to contradict 


the well-known claims 1o prioritj made 
for the Sa\annah as the first steamship 
to cross the Atlantic. The Savannah 
liovvever, on her memorable voyage 
from Savannah to Liverpool (May £0, 
1819, to June 20,1819) used her engines 
during 18 days and progressed under 
sail the remainder of the time, thepad- 
dlewheels being hoisted on board when 
not in use. 


The Koval William, therefore, ap- 


pears to have been the first vessel to 
make the vayogp using steam for the 
whole dibtnnce.

POINTS FROM SCHUBMAN. 
St. Lonis Globe-Democrat: Though 


Mr. Sohurman, president of the Philip- 
pine commission, has not yet presented 
his official report to the administra- 
tion, he has touched in conversation 
upon some matters that should be 
steadily kept in mind. What he says 
concerning the importance to this 
country of commerce in the Pacific 
and of trade with the populous nations 
of eastern Asia can not be impressed 
with too much emphasis. 
This is a 


nation of workers "rapidly multiplying 
iu numbers and we can not afford to 
neglect the development of business 
with races that are nearer to us than 
to industrial rivals. In regard to the 
war in the Philippines Mr. Schurman 
dwells upon the foot that only one 
tribe, the Tagals, is hostile, aud that 
the rebellion does not embrace the 
whole of the Island of Luzon. He 
places the total population of the isl- 
ands at 8,000,000, of whom not more 
than one-sixth are inclined toward in- 
surrection. Where revolt has appeared 
in a few other islands the Tagals are 
behind it 


Mr. Sohnrman was against annexa- 


tion when he departed on his mission. 
Be has changed his mind. On the 
way home he remarked to a corre- 
spondent that "For ^reasons of com- 
merce and because of opportunities of 
investment, the Philippines should re- 
main as they are—-a part of the United 
States." In the Islands of Ponay and 
Negros Aguinaldo has Tagal detach- 
ments to levy tribute on the people 
and compel them to rise against the 
United States. They are unwelcome 
visitors and would be expelled by the 
natives if they had effective arms. 
Commissioner Sohurman believes that 
the Filipinos, when the Tagals are 
subdued, will be a desirable popula- 
tion, and rapidly improve under the 
Influences of civilization. There are 
600 islands, and serious revolt in only 
one. The authority of the United 
States is practically unchallenged in 
the entire group except by ona tribe, 
bent on dominating the others against 
their will and defying our rights of 
treaty. It is not surprising that Mr. 
Sohurman is now In favor of keeping 
the sovereignty ceded by Spain.

Hor««, Which Perished 


vritk Him. 


Down on Front street there ia an old 


curiosity shop in which is a unique me- 
mento of the Cuban hero, Antonio Ma- 
ceo. It is the right front hoof of th« 
horse that carried him when he was 
killed in Pinar del Kio. The horse re- 
ceived several of the bullets intended1 


for its master, and died at the game 
time. 


The owner of the relic, \Vefitminfitei 


Abbey, the proprietor of the shop, se- 
cured the hoof last October from John 
B. Smith, of Kankakee, 111. Smith was 
a rough rider, and when he returned 
from Cuba brought with him all tht 
bones of Maeeo's last horse. This hool 
was the only portion of the skeleton 
ha would part with, and lest any doubt 
of its gcnuineneibs would ever exist, h« 
had an affidavit drawn up before a no 
tary declaring' the facts in the case. • 


The story runs that Maeeo's horse 


was a small but lithe and intelligent 
bay, which on many an occasion had 
saved the great leader's life. Jose, An. 
tonio's brother, hod often expressed hi« 
desire to own the horse, but Antonio 
steadfastly refused to part with him. 


In all of the stirring- raids up and 


down the island the animal carried the 
patriot. Many months before its un- 
timely end it was famous. 


Iloth the horse and the master re- 


ceived many a severe scratch in the last 
campaign, 
but their 
lives seemed 


charmed. At lost, along in the memora 
ble fall of 1807, Antonio Mnceo, whc 
was then ravaging1 the province ol 
Pinar del Rio, met his fate, mounted on 
the faithful animal, in battle near Ha- 
vana, 


The full details, of what followed will 


probably never be known. At any rate, 
a few hours after llaceo had left his 
command and ridden out to the battle 
fidd on his faithful steed, he and hit- 
horse were dead. 


The horse's body was found by In 


Bur-gents the night after the battle 
and 01 er it was, built a rough log 
cache. A former American resident oi 
Havana, shortly after the conclusion 
of peace, secured the bones of the horse 
intending to have them articulated for 
the Smithsonian institution. It

from him that Smith, who was an old 
friend, secured the strange memento 
After Smith came to New York he vtus 
exploring the town cue day, when he 
stumbled upon Westminster Abbey's 
establishment, and became so interest 
ed in Mr. Abbey's bizarre collection 
that he presented to the latter the hoof. 
Mr. Abbey made all kinds of tempting • 
offers for the remainder of the skele- 
ton, but Smith wouldnt part with it.—

from Collector Yaten a circular which 
explains how to compute the tax dqe 
on a mortgage.

" In computing the tax acorn ing on 


the mortgage note if the interest 
coupons attached to the note are iu 
form of promissory notes, the tax 
accruing on said interest notes shall 
be added to the tax accruing on the 
principal notes aud the total thin com- 
pared with the tax accruing on the 
mortgage securing same."
